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Response to Amendment 

1 . In the amendment filed 1/13/06, the following has occurred: claim 96 has been canceled 
and claims 97-137 have been added. Now, claims 97-137 are presented for examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 97-137 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The primary reason for the allowance of claims 97-137 is the inclusion of the 
limitations, in all of the claims which is not found in the prior art references, of an information 
module that verifies an insurance policy parameter of an existing insurance policy and an 
insurance policy adjustment module that adjusts a the insurance policy parameter selected by 
the policyholder in real-time and implements the adjustment in the existing insurance policy. 
Such a combination of system elements permit an insurance policyholder to make adjustments 
to their existing insurance policies in real-time through a web browser interface. While the 
closest prior art (Luchs) teaches automated insurance policy servicing, including making 
adjustments to existing insurance policies, it fails to teach a system that verifies an insurance 
policyholder, a policy parameter of an existing policy of the policyholder, and adjusts and 
implements the policy parameter, all based on data received from the policyholder through a 
web browser. 

3. In addition, Walker teaches receiving data from a policyholder to purchase an insurance 
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as described above. Therefore, the claims distinguish over the prior art.
